The house of representatives has ratified the Italian debt 
pact by a non-partisan vote of more than two to one. The debate 
was conducted with an unusual degree of common sense. Though 
it started with vitriolic attacks upon Premier Mussolini—whom 
Americans indeed have little reason to admire—^personalities were 
goon dropped for a discussion of the merits and demerits of the 
bill itself, and friendly estimates of Italy and her situation. 
It is now up to the senate. And what that body will do w ith 
the measure is problematical. The senate is not given to ratifying 
any kind of foreign agreement without a bitter fight and long 
delay. 
The senate may well take a hint, however, from the house, 
and bear in mind that the house represents public senti­ 
ment. The public has ratified the Italian settlement, and almost 
dismissed the matter from its mind, regarding it as about the best 
arrangement that could be made, and as good national policy.

Fifty Years Hence 


Prof. A. M. Kow, a British scientist, rises to prophesy as 
follows: 
In 50 years our ocean liners will be replaced by Friant hydro­ 
planes that will skim over the tops of the waves at tremendous 
speed, and by equally big: airplanes. 
Cotton, silk and wool clothing will be replaced by cheaper and 
more durable vegetable fiber. 
Women will have smaller wardrobes, because with growing 
civilization they will be “less swayed by every passing fashion.” 
All the rough work will be done by machinery. 
Factories will be smokeless, and placed underground. 
Home life will have vanished, and people will live in hotels. 
Some of these prophecies obviously recommend themselves, 
especially those concerning transportation, fabrics and machinery. 
But why place factories underground, doing an unnecessary 
lot of digging, where there is so much space above ground, and im­ 
proved transportation tends to make factory space available on 
the surface all over the earth ? 
Why suppose that women’s love of varied adornment will 
change ? 
Why suppose that people will be content to live together like 
cattle in a barn or chickens in a coop, sacrificing sun, air, space, 
freedom and privacy ? 
Heretofore, it is true, our civilization has brought us to­ 
gether in crowd.. 
But now the tendency is the other way. 
The 
automobile, airplane, telephone and radio enable people to enjoy 
the benefits of civilization apart, in a new and richer form of 
family life.

"Cheese, butter and cream are 
most valuable articles of diet,” said 
Dr. Hecht, "but milk is a food for 
babies and not men.” 
Dr. Hecht’s list of usual d e te c ­ 
tive errors is as follows: 
Over-indulgence in starchy and 
sugary foods. 
Undue reliance on meat. 
Excessive consumption of cooked 
dishes. 
Neglect of salads and raw fruits. 
Use of condiments to stim ulate 
unnatural hunger. 
Use of 
excessive 
amounts 
of 
white bread, pastry, cakes, buns, 
sandwiches, milk, puddings, sugar 
and sweets, alcohol, tea, coffee and 
cocoa. 
Socalled "brain fag” is in most 
cases due to errors of diet, Dr. 
Hecht says.

While the bak­ 
eries occupied the extensive cellars 
under the baile of congress, Vienna 
rods and French bread were intro­ 
duced In the capital and a taste for 
them spread through the nation.

“Some names of familiar kitchen 
supplies have carious origins. Cur­ 
rants are named for a famous city of 
Greek antiquity. Greece atm ta fa­ 
mous as tbs borne of the currant, and 
In olden days the variety which grew 
in the vicinity of the present Gortho 
was prized. Gortho Is on the site of 
old Corinth, pronounced in former 
times ‘Corauntz.’ Cantaloupes take 
their name from Cants!upo, Italy, but 
a popular variety favored In America, 
Rocky Ford cantaloupes, originated In 
Rocky Ford, a small town of Colorado. 
Brussels Sprouts Va. Carpets.

In addition to the Par­ 
ker-house roll, the Hub city has put 
Its label on Boston baked beans and 
Boston cream pie. 
“Knives and forks at six paces alone 
can settle the title to porterhouse 
steak. Boston claims that the choice 
cut was the particular {wide of Por­ 
ter’s tavern, a roadhouse near Cam­ 
bridge. New York holds that the pro­ 
prietor of a shloon, or ’porter’ house, 
oear tbs old fly market observed that 
the steaks cut from the thick end of 
the sirloin were best He Insisted 
that his botcher cut none but these 
for bim. The fame of ‘porterhouse’ 
steak spread rapidly and the term la 
now established In the terminology 
of meats. 
“Both kitchen and grocery are Im­ 
plicated In the International compli­ 
cation of macaroni and its cousin 
spaghetti. Like so many useful per 
quisites of Christian civilization, mac­ 
aroni Is an Invention of China—or Ja­ 
pan. It was Introduced In Europe by 
the Germans, from whom the Italians 
learned to make it.”

when Andersen's birthday was cele 
brated there, was termed a “Fairy 
Book,” by Andersen, who with the 
aid of Doctor Drewsen’s father, fash­ 
ioned the volume 63 years ago. The 
book contains clippings from newspa 
per* and magazines, some with com­ 
ments by Andersen.

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Italian Debt In The Senate 


The house of representatives has ratified the Italian debt 
pact by a non-partisan vote of more than two to one. The debate 
was conducted with an unusual degree of common sense. Though 
it started with vitriolic attacks upon Premier Mussolini—whom 
Americans indeed have little reason to admire—personalities were 
soon dropped for a discussion of the merits and demerits of the 
bill itself, and friendly estimates of Italy and her situation. 
It is now up to the senate. 
And what that body will do with 
the measure is problematical. The senate is not given to ratifying 
any kind of foreign agreement without a bitter fight and long 
delay. 
The senate may well take a hint, however, from the house, 
and bear in mind that the house represents public senti­ 
ment. The public has ratified the Italian settlement, and almost 
dismissed the matter from its mind, regarding it as about the best 
arrangement that could be made, and as good national policy. 


Fifty Years Hence 


Prof. A. M. Row. a British scientist, rises to prophesy as 
follows: 
In 50 years our ocean liners will be replaced by giant hydro­ 
planes that will skim over the tops of the waves at tremendous 
speed, and by equally big airplanes. 
Cotton, silk and wool clothing will be replaced by cheaper and 
more durable vegetable fiber. 
Women will have smaller wardrobes, because with growing 
civilization they will be "less swayed by every passing fashion," 
All the rough work will be done by machinery. 
Factories will be smokeless, and placed underground. 
Home life will have vanished, and people will live in hotels. 
Some of these prophecies obviously recommend themselves, 
especially those concerning transportation, fabrics and machinery. 
But why place factories underground, doing an unnecessary 
lot of digging, where there is so much space above ground, and im­ 
proved transportation tends to make factory space available on 
the surface all over the earth ? 
Why suppose that women’s love of varied adornment will 
change ? 
Why suppose that people will be content to live together like 
cattle in a barn or chickens in a coop, sacrificing sun, air, space, 
freedom and privacy? 
Heretofore, it is true, our civilization has brought us to­ 
gether in crowd.. 
But now the tendency is the other way. 
The 
automobile, airplane, telephone and radio enable people to enjoy 
the benefits of civilization apart, in a new and richer form of 
family life.

CHICAGO. Jan. 21.—Martin J. Durk­ 
in began today preparations for tho 
greatest battle of hie life—a battle to 
escape the gallows. 
Durkin is the dapper bad boy w h o 
culminated his career of automobile 
thefts, 
love-making, 
daring 
escapes 
aud the killing at different times of a 
federal department of justice oper­ 
ative and a Chicago police detective 
by leading government, state and city 
authorities a hectic chase of throe 
m onths all over the country before be­ 
ing captured in St. Louis yesterday. 
Today, after hours of confessing in 
detail all of the story of his crimes 
and the flight that began when he 
phot and killed Edward J. Shanahan, 
a government man who was seeking 
to arrest him on a charge of tran s­ 
porting a stolen automobile across 
state borders, Durkin sat in a cell at 
a police station wailing for arraign­ 
ment. 
He is charged with minder in 
A b e tm e n ts handed down shortly after 
the Shanahan affair was followed by 
the killing of Police Detective H. I. 
Gray when Durkin shot his way out of 
a poorly-laid trap for him. 
Durkin is accused also of the Gray 
killing. 
Speedy Trial Planned. 
The first move in Durkin's behalf 
was made today when his attorney, 
John P. Tyrrell, formally served no­ 
tice on the state's attorney th at unless 
the slayer was taken out of the hands 
of the police and turned over to the 
sheriff "within 80 minutes" applica­ 
tion would be made in criminal court 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 
At the same time Clarence Darrow. 
the man who saved Loeb and Leopold 
and more than a hundred others ac­ 
cused of murder from the gallows, an 
pounced that he would join counsel 
for Durkin is asked to do so. 
Trial, the state authorities were de­ 
termined today, will follow as quickly 
as the law permits. 
In this case It 
cannot be before March I. 
The first 
step was to reinstate on the calendar 
of Criminal Judge H arry B. Miller the 
two murder cases which were taken 
off call when, each time they came up, 
the authorities were compelled to ad 
m il that they had been unable to lay 
hands on the will-o’-the wisp killer. 
Charged W i t h Two Slaying*. 
Durkin, according to plans today, 
will be tried first for the killing of 
Shanahan, 
lf the jury for any reason 
gives him less than a death sentence, 
trial for the killing of Detective Gray 
will follow immediately, the state do 
d are d . 
Tho reason for making the Shana­ 
han case the first is two-fold. For one 
thing, the state has Durkin’s confes­ 
sion th at he killed Shanahan while he 
refuses, to admit that one of his bul­ 
lets and not one from police gun shot 
Grey down with wounds from which 
be died a few hours later. 
Then, too, the federal government, 
which waived its own charges of vio­

She was captured by marine police 
at Jefferson street and the E ast river 
after she pulled away from a coast 
guard boat that shelled her for near­ 
ly an hour in the Narrows. 
Capture Four of Crew.

All 
the quiet on the Potomac was shat­ 
tered one day during the Civil war by 
rumors that the Confederates were 
plotting to blow np the bakeries on 
the outskirts of the city. 
Next day 
Pennsylvania avenue saw a strange 
parade,
